education of the deaf by ThomiM 
Hopkins Gallandet iii this hoauli- 

fni city of Hartford, Ct., the 
Twenty • Flm Convention of the 
American [oatnratora of the Deaf 
met Friday morning, Jons S9tb, in 
the Hartford High School building, 
to oommemorate the event, und to 
discuss mattere pertaining to the 
advancementof the education of the 
deaf. 

Shortly after 0:30 o'clock, Dr. 

Percival Hall, President of Gallau- 
det College, In the abeenoe of the 
Association's honored preeident call- 
ed the meeting to order, and made 
known to the assemblage that the 
condition of itH worthy preeldenl 
would prevent his attendance. This 
oaoaed a jmii of sadness to fall upon 
all. He then called upon Rev. Dr. 
Voorhes to invoke the divine bless- 
ings for the gnidanoe of the aasem 
blase during Ite meetings. 

Dr. Hull then tead the addreM 
prepared by Dr. Gallandet, In which 
be welcomed the members to this 
city, and among other things aald i 

" The oaose of the deaf-mute 

ednoation had Its initiative in 

America, with the establishment in 

this eity of the first permanent 

school for the doaf by Thomas Hop- 
kins Gallaudet. 

'"The reputation of Dr. Galluii- 
del as a philunlhioplsl was nut 
Confined to Hartford,' said the pro 

sldent. ' At Washington the col 

lege for the deaf, founded and sum 

tamed by Congress, ha« bona given 
his name, and on the campus of the 
college there Is a bronae statue re 
presenting him and the Orel pupil, 

Alice Cogswell. 

" In one of the corridors of the 

Congressional Library is a series of 
paintings representing ' Education' 

and in tint mosaic of the ceiling 
coves ate six famous educators, of 
which Gallaudol is one. 

"Congress baa provided foi the 
college by Incorporating the Con- 
vention of American instructors of 
the Deaf and printing its prooeed- 
ings at public expense." 

Mayor llaguny in his address 
aaid it was an especial pleasure to 
extend a welcome, as at this lime, 
Hartford, the beautiful, was at Its 
viiry law!. As the visitors wool 
about lie hoped the evidence of 
public spirit which actuated those 
who founded the American Sobool 
for the Deaf would be mud, |n 
view.

Long, teacher in the Utah School 
for Ihe Deaf, on "What Part is the 
Doaf Woman to Play in the Agri- 
eultural Movement among the 
Deaf," was read by Miss Pool. 

Urgent calls upon Dr. Argo, of 
the Colorado School, to enlighten 
the members U to the manner the 
poultry business is carried on by 
*be pupils iu his School, was re- 
sponded to with full details, and 

Superintendent Jones was next 
drafted and gave an account of his 
look in the business. 

Both of those talks proved very 
Interesting to the members present. 
These closed the afternoon's pro 
i'i -a m, and in I ho evening the mem-

COLUMN AND 8EQUBNCK METHOD. 

The column method and the se- 
quence methods were compared. 
The latter taught doaf children that 
to make sense words must be em 
ployed in regular oider in the sen- 
tence. The sequence method 
taught orderly thinking and correct- 
ed confusion that sometimes existed 
in the compositions of pupils who 
did not speak of things in their 
logical sequence. It helped ofail 
dren to recall the expression of 
action by association with what 
preceded and followed it. 

reaching language through 

studies, such as geography, history, 
arithmetic and natural history, was 

desirable and necessary. 

So much concentration should not 
be given to language in the touching 

of these subjects, that the subjects

lo do parents were the only ones 

who got hardly more than the nidi 
inonls or education was described 
by Dr. Dewey. That period, he 
Said, was succeeded by the estab- 
lishment or normal schools, which 
brought forth teachers In large 
numbers who Imparted instruction 
to a large group of children. This, 

be said, was largely mechanical and 
uniform, and gave little time to 
children with physical ImperfeotiOM 
or slower minds.

Dewey said, the necessity of 8] ial 

training for teacher bases! on the 
needs Of children, deficient iu any 

way from the normal, boy or girl, 

began to be appreciated. 

The teacher's preparation wus 

only begub when to the general 
training she or ho added an appre- 
ciation of the individual child and 

its peculiarities, 

Every child should be studied and 

his strong points so developed thai 
they would aid In the strengthening 

of his weak points.

The Convention of the American 
Instructors of the Deaf had scarcely 
adjourned sine "die when President 
Howard called to order the Twelfth 
ivention of the National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf.

Dr. J. B. Hotchkiss was chair- 
man. Rev. Cloud rendered the in- 
vocation, whereupon Dr. Hotchkiss 
read the address delivered on the oc 
easion of the dedication of Gallau- 
det's monument, by Laurent Clerc 
Mr. W. L. Hill, of Athol, Mass , fol 
lowed with a short address lauding 
the good Gallaudet and what he had 
performed for the benefit of man- 
kind At his close, led by the cadet 
band of the New York school for the 
deaf, a march was made for the 
Gallaudet monument, previously de- 
corated with an Americ-»n flag, and 
Miss Eleanor Sherman, of New 
York, great-granddaughter of Tho- 
mas Hopkins Gallaudet, placed there- 
on a large laurel wreath adorned 
with a dozen Richmond roses. With 
a like wreath she next festooned 
that of Laurent Clerc. 

A number of the older deaf in au- 
tomobiles visited the cemeteries 
wherein lie the sacred ashes of our 
honored benefactors, and placed on 
each grave rosebuds as a remem- 
brance of love and the occasion that 
had brought them there. 

Another party of some forty went 
out to West Hartford, to the newly- 
purchased farm for the school. Here 
a young maple tree was planted at 
the top of the hill, where the future 
school buildings are to stand. And 
after it had been set, Prof. Hotchkiss 
in dedicating the tree remarked that 
in a few years the buildings of the 
old school will be erased, but the 
precious memories entwined in us 
will linger with us as long as life 
lasts. The new school will begin a 
new epoch with a new generation, 
and may it prove as endearing and 
helpful in the enlightenment and up- 
lifting of the deaf as the old one has 
been. He asked the blessing of the 
Creator for its growth and success. 

The pageant, given in honor of 
the celebration of the school, came 
off in the evening. It was witnessed 
by several thousand people. 

The story depicted the awakening 
of the deaf and their education from 
1443 to date. 

Ajnong the scenes was the first 
Board of Directors and their sending 
Gallaudet across the Atlantic to seek 
a method of educating the deaf. 
Gallaudet's wedding. The dances 
of the' young ladies were artistic, and 
were greatly admired. The " Yan- 
kee Doodle" of '76, and the boys 
of '61, were prominent features and 
1 applause. There were two 
hundred actors in the play, which 
lasted two hours. 
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Just previous to the opening of 
the morning session, President llow- 
ortiug the four French dele- 
gates, Henri Gaillard, Kdmond Pi- 
let, Hu^enc Graff and Jean Olivier, 
were introduced from the platform 
to the members. They brought with 
them two bronze emblems of palm 
leaves, each tearing at the base, I<es 
Sourds Muets de France, 1817-1917. 
One is to be placed on the monu- 
ment of Dr. Thomas Hopkins Gal- 
laudet, and the other on that of 
Laurent Clerc, whom Gallaudet had 
brought from France to assist him 
in his work. . 

irknt Howard then opened the 
meeting, and called upon Miss Cloa 
Lamson, of Ohio, to render the 
" Star vSpangled Banner " in signs, 
which she did to perfection. 

Monsieur Gaillard followed by 
giving the Nalional hymn of France, 
and was heartily applauded. 

President Howard then read the 
report of the Executive Committee. 
Other reports of Committees by 
their Chairmen were read and adopt- 
ed. 

At this j>oint, President Howard, 
waved the F'rench colors, the audi- 
ence rising and applauding. On 
motion, buttons and badges were 
given the French gentlemen and each 
returned thanks for the compliment. 
The treasurer's report showed that 
there were over one thousand mem- 
bers of the Association, with a bal- 
ance of $705.88, to the good of the 
Treasury. 

Mr. Wm. A. O'Rourke, of Ottawa, 

1 ida, came as a delegate from the 

Dominion deaf, and brought their 

greetings and well wishes for the 

meeting. 

The reading of papers was begun, 
and Dr. Patterson, of the Ohio 
school, presented the view- points of 
the educated deaf. His delivery was 
clear and forcible, and his points 
ded for harmony and justice to 
each method, the one sole aim befflg 
to benefit the pupil. He was fre- 
cjuently applauded, and the concen- 
sus of opinion of the members is 
that it was one of the best addresses 

of til 

Dr J. D. Wright {'resented the 
view ]>oiiit of the oralists in a paper 
he read He was frank enough to 
say that the arguments brought for- 
ward by Dr. Patterson were such 
that none could object to and they 
Ins approval. Mr. J. H. Spen- 
who was to speak for the par 
cnt side, was not abb- to be present, 
but M- • rs, of Philadelphia, 

described how she tanght her chil- 
Monsieur Jean Olivier asked 
Mr. Wright what he did with pupils 
whom he found backward in le 
ing to speak. The reply was that his 
was a private school and not a public 
bud no cases of the 
ng und nestion. 

Ii. Drake, addressing 
the French visitors, made known to 



them that the deaf of the country 
had contributed sufficient funds for 
the purchase of three auto ambulan- 
ces, to be named De l'Epee, Sicard 
and Clerc, and an American youth, 
the sou of deaf parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. J. C. Cloud, would man one of 
them, and another son of deaf par- 
ents would most likely be placed in 
charge of another. The visitors show- 
ed their appreciation, and returned 
thanks to the deaf of America for 
their assistance. 

Miss Lamson announced a meet- 
ing of the Owls for the evening, and 
Mrs. Clark for the placing of a tablet 
at the homestead of Sophia Fowler 
Gallaudet, at Guilford. 

At the afternoon session Monsieur 
Gaillard made an address in which 
he contrasted the difference between 
the French and American deaf, as 
to intelligence, refinement in man- 
ners, their happiness and sociabilities. 
Gloom was over all France, caused 
by the war, and he was proud that 
America had come to the assistance 
of his country in time of need. He 
told of the destruction wrought by 
the war in his country 'and in Bel- 
gium, and the sufferings people have 
to endure, but he hoped when the 
war was over a new era would dawn, 
and with it the education of the deaf 
in France would be set on a higher 
plane, freeing them from the system 
under which the schools have been 
under. He heartily endorsed the 
ideals brought forward by the gentle 
man who spoke this morning (mean- 
ing Dr Patterson) and prayed that 
such ideals would be the aims of the 
French Schools for the Deaf in the 
future. 

The other French visitors also 
made addresses of the same tenor. 

The newly elected officers were 
given seats on the platform so mem- 
bers could better know who they are. 

Mr. A D. Martin, of the Good- 
year Rublier Co., of Akron, spoke of 
the plant there and the many deaf 
employed, the conveniences afforded 
them, and asked members to visit and 
inspect the plant and he would see 
that they were shown every courtesy. 

Reports from Chairmen of Com- 
mittees of Civil Service, Impostors, 
Boy Scouts, Laws and Statistics, 
were read and accepted. 

A motion, made by Mr. Howard, 
was passed, directing the new Presi 
dent to appoint a Committee of three 
to aid in securing the French deaf 
freedom from exclusive oral methods. 

A paper on the " Intermarriage of 
the Deaf," by Mr. C. McLaughlin, 
was read by Rev. Dantzer in signs 
and was discussed by Mr. A. K 
Spear, of Minnesota, and several 
others. A resolution was passed 
directing the new President to ap- 
point a Committee of three to secure 
statistics concerning the deaf. 

A letter of greeting and best 
wishes for the Association was re- 
ceived from the Spokane Asso< 
of the Deaf. Amendments to rules 
of the Association were again taken 
up and passed. 

Dr. Robert Patterson was appoint- 
ed a Committee of one, to arrange for 
a visit to Dr. H. M. Gallaudet for 
tbe French visitors and members of 
the Association. 

The Association adjourned at five 
o'clock, and most of the members, 
with the French visitors, repaired to 
greet and tender him their respects. 
The Doctor was seated on the ver- 
anda with his daughter. The French 
visitors, after introduction, took 
seats on thejporch. Short addresses 
were made, the Doctor himself 
speaking a few words, though with 
difficulty. He appeared in better 
spirits than on the occasion of his 
visit to the school Monday to greet 
his Gallaudet boys and girls. 

A banquet was given in the even- 
ing at the Hotel Garde, but that is 
left for another to write up. 

tDAY Morning's Session. 

The meeting opened with prayer 
by Rev. Hasenstab. The Howson 
Plan was then taken up, and its au- 
thor explained its main features. 
Messrs. Parsons, Greener, Hasen- 
tab, Hodgson and Cloud di 
it, and when the final vote for or 
against its adoption was taken it re- 
sulted in its favor. 

Mr. Boiling presented the greet 
ings of the Clerc Association of 
Philadelphia. 

Rev. Hasenstab gave the r< 
of the F.ndowment Fund Committee, 
and that of the trustees of the Fund. 
The Fund had to its credit June 23d 
$1592.00. 

Treasurer Drake stated that he 
was unable to give the numbers in 
attendance, but that he had added 
one hundred and ten new ones at 
this Convention. 

Mr. Underhill, of Florida, stated 
that a wealthy and well known 
citizen of Atlanta, Ga., would pledge 
to give five hundred dollars for the 
entertainment of the Convention, if 
the next meeting were held in 
Atlanta. The matter was referred 
to the Executive C'ommitee. 

Mr. Durian, of Ohio, spoke of the 
Molly .Stark Branch, which he had 
organized, and of its work for the 
Endowment Fund. He added there- 
to fifteen dollars, the half of the 
thirty dollars raised through enter- 
tainments, and gave President How- 
ard a check for the same. The 
Akron Branch, which he was instru- 
mental in getting started had lost 
interest, but by a little work on his 
part it soon got busy, and at a pic- 
nic given, the uieinliers raised $61.25, 
which he had the pleasure new of 
handing the president A vote of 
thanks was given these branches for 
their good work. 



The term of Mr. Veditz, as Trus- 
tee of the Endowment Fund, having 
expired, Mr. E. W. Frisbee was 
chosen to the place. 

The Hartford Monument Fund 
Committee, reported $2,450 collect- 
ed. 

Mr. Stewart, of the Moving Pic- 
ture Fund announced $2,275. One 
thousand dollars of this fund was 
vot'd to the Endowment Fund. 

The question as to what disposi 
tion should be made of the Gallaudet 
and Clerc Monuments in case t he- 
Hartford School is removed to new 
quarters, was left with the Executive 
committee for decision. 

Rev. Cloud gave the report of the 
De l'Epee Fund. 

Mr. Walter G. Durian, of the En- 
tertainment Committee, reported a 
balance left, which he would give to 
the lindowmeut Fund. 

Rev. Moylan, from the Necrology 
Committee, reported the decease of 
twenty-eight members, since 19 13. 

A resolution was passed, that the 
Secretary send the greetings and 
well wishes of the Association to 
Rev. and Mrs. Cloud's son, who is 
with an smlralance corps in France. 

Monsieur Jean Olivier, of France, 
expressed surprise at the intelligence 
of the American deaf he had met. 
He ha*l seen nothing like it among 
his own people, and it grieved him 
sorely. He thanked the members 
for the warm reception he and his 
companions had received. Long 
would they remember the occasion.

The boys of the Provisional Com- 
pany and Band ended an eventful 
stay in the pleasant euvirons of 
Hartford.
